T-seems that it is going tc> become rather ^diffi- 


cult for the average man to retain even the 


semblance of optimism in his nature^an^i believe 
that all men are good until they are proven, ba;j} 
Investigation, both by the government and'by th' 
periodicals whose owners are actuated by, the 
hope of increased circulation and profits, 'dailyde- 
velop corruption, dishonesty and fraud in unsus- 


* pected places and the thread of corruption seems 


to be tangled up in almost all the woof and web 
of daily commercial and industrial life. t 


When the exposures were made in regard to 


the packing conditions in Chicago and the prod- 
uct of the packers was put under the ban both by 
this government and foreign nations, it was but 
natural that attention should be directed to the 
fact that the injury to the business of the packers 
would also damage the interests of the stock- 
raisers of the west, who would soon find their 
market destroyed and the prices reduced. The 
first note of warning in that direction^was sound- 
ed by Congressman Frank Mondell1 of Wjom/iriil 
and found response in the immediate reaction of 
sentiment in the west and the growth of an im- 


{Tression that .Jhe president had acted too prccip- 
itetely and had caused too much publicity to bd 
given to the*packing house scandals. 


3S(ow comes the arrest of large stockraisers of 


the west on a charge of illegally fencing and 
hojding public lands and in obtaining suborna- 
tion of perjury to aid in their schemes. 
Over 


450,000 acres of land in Nebraska are thus being 
held and some of the most prominent stockrais- 
ers are under arrest for frauds of this character. 
It seems that sympathy was given the stockrais- 
ers too soon. While the packers have been wax-
